A compressed air ta n k on the 
second floor of the Elcar Garage on 
South O s a g e street blew up a t 8 : 3 0 
o’clock 
Sunday 
evening, blowing 
the glass oui of half a dozen win­ 
dows in the building. 
T he noise of 
the explosion made m any people 
think that dynam iters w ere at work 
and within two m inutes after the 
explosion came, fully 
a 
thousand 
people jam m ed the streets adjacent 
to the building. 
The force of the explosion shook 
many yards of plaster from the ceil­ 
ing of the building and the lime 
dust floating out through the brok­ 
en windows caused the crowd to 
think that a fire was in progress. 
The fire departm ent responded to 
the alarm and assisted the police in 
keeping the crowd back from th** 
building until it 
was 
determ ined 
that the walls were not damaged. 
The explosion was caused by one 
of the men stallin g the compressor, 
which is run by an electric motor, 
and forgetting to turn it off. 
The 
tank being upstairs, where no one 
could 
watch 
it, became charged 
with a pressure beyond its capacity. 
Lawrence Randall, a negro m e­ 
chanic employed at the garage, was 
lying under a motor car making an 
adjustm ent of some sort when the 
explosion 
came. 
T he 
statem en t 
was m a d e , bul coaid not be verified, 
ihat Randall did not craw l out from 
under the car, but simply lifted the 


2,500 pound 
machine 
from 
over 
him. 
W hen Night Chief of Police 
John Kaiser, who was nearby, a r­ 
rived after the explosion, Randall 
was several shades lighter than his 
natural color. 
The noise of the explosion was 
heard all over the city, but at a 
distance of ten or fifteen blocks 
sounded like the discharge of a gun.

Sept. IO—As a part 
of its program for rendering assist 
anre to Russia, the American Red 
Cross is to ship at once to the

motor ambulances

This is the third Red Cress ship­ 
ment to be dispatched to Russia 
since the arrival of the commis­ 
sion there, less than two months 
ago.
